FOR THE YEAR 1996-97 


INTRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


During the year under report, 6 copper-plate grants and 171 stone inscriptions 
were examined by the Directorate of Epigraphy at Mysore and the Zonal offices at 
Lucknow and Chennai. Of these, the copper-plate charters are included in Appendix 
A. Appendix B contains 171 stone inscriptions. In Appendix C are included 154 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions, Nagpur. Appendix D contains a list of negatives of 
photographs prepared during the year. 


Dr. T. S. Ravishankar, Dy. Superintending Epigraphist (Numismatics), visited 
Maharashtra and his collection includes Nos. A 1 - 2 and Nos. B 38, 42 & 43. Dr. 
C. A. Padmanabhasastry, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (presently Superintending 
Epigraphist), visited Bidar, in Bidar District. and copied a few inscriptions, important 
among them being Nos. B 1 & 3. Shri N.Nanjundaswamy, Assistant Superintending 
Epigraphist (since retired as Dy. Superintending Epigraphist). copied two inscriptions 
from Uple (Chandavara), Honnavar Taluk, North Kanara District, Karnataka. Shri Jai 
Prakash, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (presently Dy. Superintending Epigraphist), 
copied some inscriptions from Madhya Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh, and among his 
collections Nos. B 16 & 168-71 are intersting. Dr. S. Swaminathan, Senior Epigraphical 
Assistant, (presently Assistant Superintending Epigraphist), visited some parts of 
Tamil Nadu and Nos. B 87, 89 and 90 from his collection are noteworthy. Shri. K. 
Karuppaiah, Senior Epigiaphical Assistant, conducted epigraphical survey of Vallalar 
District, Tamil Nadu. and among his collection Nos. B 101-03 are noteworthy. Shri. 
S. Rajavelu, Senior Epigraphical Assistant, visited some places in Tamil Nadu and his 
collection includes Nos. B 45-49 and 59-62 which are very interesting. 


The Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, listed in Appendix C of this report, were 
examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, 
Archaeological Survey of India, Nagpur. These inscriptions were copied and photographed 
from various places in Delhi, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra and 
Uttar Pradesh. bv late Dr. M. [lyas Ouddusi. Superintending Epigraphist (later 
Director Epigraphy, Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, A.SI, Nagpur) assisted by Dr. 
M. Yasin Quddusi, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (since retired as Superintending 
Epigraphist), Dr. G. S. Khwaja, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (now Assistant Superintending 
Epigraphist), and Shri Mazhar Alam Siddiqui, Senior Epigraphical Assistant. The list 
includes a few noticed/published epigraphs as their re-examination has been found 
quite useful. 
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Important inscription of this years collection are reviewed below. 


COPPER-PLATES 


VAKATAKAS. - No. A 1, written in Sanskrit language and Box-headed 
characters, on a set of four plates, discovered while ploughing a field at Mandhal in 
Umred Taluk of Nagpur District, is now preserved in the Department of Ancient 
Indian History, Culture and Archaeology, Nagpur University. The record is dated in 
the fifth year of the reign of Rudrasena IL the donor of the charter. It registers the 
grant of four villages - Selludraha, Achchhabhallika, Suragramaka and Aragramaka, 
which were included in the eastern part of the adminsitrative division of Padmapura. 
barring the land earlier granted in favour of a couple of monasteries of the Satvata 
school. The villages were granted to Brahmanas belonging to different gotras and 
pravaras and engaged in study. The charter was written by Senapati Vibhishana. 


The importance of this record lies in the fact that it is the earliest known 
copper-plate charter of the Nandivardhana branch of the Vākātakas. This is the first 
inscription of this king, recording the date in his regnal year, thereby showing that 
he ruled for at least five years. This charter is of considerable interest for the 
religious history as well. This is a Vaishnavite record as known from its contents. It 
is very likely that Rudrasena II played a pivotal role in popularising the Bhāgavata 
religion in this region. 


CHALUKYAS OF BĀDĀMI. - No. A 2 from Nalasēpārā, Thane Taluk and 
District, Maharashtra, belonging to the reign of Satyasraya-Prithivivallabha Mahārāja 
(Pulikēšin ID, and dated Saka 554 (632 A.D), is in Southern characters and Sanskrit 
language. It records the grant of a village to a brahmana (name not clear) for the 
performance of pafcha-maha-ya sha. 


This record is quite significant for its date in the Saka year. The nature and 
contents of this charter and those of the Lohaner plates are much similar. (Cf. Ep. 
Ind, Vol. XXVII, pp. 37 ff. and plate). Between the Lohaner plates of 630 A.D. and 
the famous Aihole inscription of 635 A.D, we did not have any dated record of 
Pulikesin II, barring the Kopparam plates, dated in his Regnal year 2l. As in the 
Lohaner plates, Pulikēšin II is described here also as paramabhagavata. Though, a 
great devotee of Vishnu, he was generous towards other religions. Like the other 
plate, he is not mentioned here by his name, but is referred to as Satyasraya 
Prithivivallabha Maharaja. (Ref: K. V.Ramesh, Chalukyas of Vātapi, p. 93). 


MISCELLANEOUS 
Among the four coprer-plates (Nos. A 36) two are from Tirumuruganpūndi, 


Avanashi Taluk, Coimbatore District, one from Avilpundurai, in Periyar District and 
the last one from Karumapuram in Rajaji District. They appear to be spurious. 
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because the style of their writing does not agree with the date given in these 
records. These plates contain many fanciful mythological details. One plate mentions 
that the great legendary Chola ruler, Karikala, became insane beacuse of the curse 
of a mendicant (paradēši), Mānikkavāsagar. However, he was cured of the ailment 
after he worshipped Lord Šiva of Tirukkadaiyür, who kicked the god of death, 
Yama. These plates record the appointment of the perceptors for the Nadar and 
Sanrar communities The charters also recount the exploits and prowess of these 
preceptors and stipulate periodical offerings to be made to them. 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


MITRAS OF ERICH. - Nos B 168-71. engraved on fire-burnt bricks and 
discovered at Erich, Garautha Tahsil, Jhansi District (now preserved in the Government 
Museum, Jhansi) are engraved in Brahmi characters and Prakrit language. They are 
datable to the first century A.D. on palaeographical grounds. 


These inscriptions, having identical texts, record the Paundarika sacrifice 
performed by Dāmamitra who is described as a king and a friend (of probably his 
subjects) Here it may be noted that yet another brick inscription of the same king 
having same purport and discovered at Erich itself has been noticed under No. B 335 
of the A.R.E p, 1990-91. Occurrance of as many as five brick inscriptions of the same 
ruler, containing identical texts and found at one and the same place, probably 
indicates that these bricks were used for erecting an altar for the said sacrifice. 


VAKATAKAS. - No. B 38 from Ràmtek. Ramtek Taluk, Nagpur District, 
Maharashtra, is engraved in Nail-headed variety of Brahmi instead of the Box- 
headed variety which is generally met with in the Vākātaka inscriptions. and the 
language is Sanskrit. This inscription records the construction of a temple for the 
god Prabhavatisvamin and erection of a tank called Sudaršana in the village 
Kadalivataka, for the merit of her parents, probably by Prabhavatigupta, daughter 
of Chandragupta II and wife of Rudrasena II of the Vākātaka dynasty. Basing on 
the provenance of this record, the god Prabhavatisvamin referred here may be 
identified with the god Kevala Narasimha in whose temple it is found engraved. 
Palaeographic peculiarities of the script of the inscription and the architectural 
features of the temple seem to assign the authorship of both the temple and the 
inscription to Prabhavatigupta. 


PALLAVAS. - An interesting inscription (No. B 79) of the Pallava king 
Nripatungavarman was copied from the village Chinnapalampakkam, North Arcot 
Ambedkar District. This is found engraved on the eye brow of a natural cavern. It 
records that in the 19^ regnal year (865 A.D.) of this ruler, a dancing girl (sulaika[) 
of Pangala-nadu, Siriya nangaiyār, caused a temple to be built for Sirnhanandi- 
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bhattārar of Pennagadam. This beautifully engraved inscription is important in more 
than one way. Inscriptions of the Pallava period term these dancing girls as kuttigal 
or kanigaiyar. For instance, a Pallava inscription from Mahabalipuram refers to them 
as kūttigal (A.R.Ep, 1995-96, No. B 33). The word sūļai is rarely employed in Tamil 
inscriptions. This term is often met with in Kannada inscriptions of as early as 7" 
century A.D. We have an interesting example of a 7^ century record from Badami, 
which refers to an accomplished dancing girl (sule), Vinapoti, claiming herself to be 
the prānavailabhe (beloved) of the great Chalukyan king Vijayaditya (see Indian 
Antiguary, Vol. X. p. 103). 


Another inscription (No. B 80) of the Pallava ruler Nandi$varaparmar 
(Nandivarman IM) is found engraved on the rock surface, near the hill known as 
Sarakkumalai, North Arcot Ambedkar District. It is dated in his fourth regnal year 
(816 A.D), and records the construction of a stone bed (pāli) by Šrī Kalikkuri 
Arasar. It shows that Jainism continued to receive patronage not withstanding the 
persecution unleashed by the Pallava ruler. Mahendravarman L and also the revival 
of Saivism under the patronage of the Pallava rulers. Another interesting factor is 
that these Jaina stone beds with inscriptions are normally available in the southern 
districts of Tamil country viz, Madurai, Tirunelveli and Ramanathapuram, but not in 
the north, the inscription under review being a rare occurrance. Perphaps the 
proximity of the neighbouring region of Karnataka, where Jainism continued to 
thrive under the aegis of the Kadambas and Chālukyas, might have influenced this 
area too. 


CHOLAS. - The Cholas are also well represented in this year's collection. An 
inscription (No. B 133) of Rajadhiraja I, dated in 1039 A.D. from Brahmadesam, 
Villupuram District, records that the annual assembly which is said to have 
commenced its functioning from the month of Kanni, met at a place called 
Rājarājaņ kottakaram. The inscription also records that a person called Vittur- 
udaiyan, the administrator of the village, was also present at the meeting. Then we 
are informed that the king issued an order to the sabhaiyār of Rājarāja- 
chaturvedimangalam, instructing them to utilise the taxes collected from the fertile 
lands of the border area of the village (kadaittaram) and from the land owned by 
Tiruppādāļēšvaram temple at Rājarāja-chaturvēdimangalam and some other temples 
for celebrating a festival on the occasion of the asterism of Puram, the natal star 
of the king. The inscription also reveals that the annual committee was responsible 
for the collection of land taxes for that year and temple lands were also liable to 
be taxed. The land tax was the exclusive prerogative of the king and he could waive 
the taxes at times, if he so desired. In this case the land tax (irai?) was not exempted 
as far as the temples were concerned, but the tax amount was ordered to be 
expended for conducting festivals at these temples. Again. another aspect that draws 
our attention is that every year during the month of Kanni (September-October) 
new members were to take charge to serve in the annual committee and the already 
serving members were to demit their offices - a provision laid down in the 
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celebrated Uttiramerur inscription of Parāntaka I (A.R.A.S.I, 1904-05, pp. 131 ff.). Yet 
another important point of this record is that one Vittūr-udaiyār was named :s the 
administrator of the village (nam ur paripalikkinra Vittūr-udaiyār). It is not clear as 
to what was his role in the village administration, when already the committees were 
there to look after it Perhaps it was his duty to oversee the administration. 


An inscription (No. B 47) of Rājarāja H (1152 A.D) from Kolappakkam, 
Chingleput District, records the construction of Tiruvagatti$varam-udaiya-nayanar 
tempie at Kulappakkam with its ardhamandapa. niruttamandapa and sobhana from 
bottom to top in stone by Sengon Tillaivanan Kakkunayagan. 


The later Chola period, from the time of Kulottunga I, witnessed a spurt in 
the temple building activities. The religious renaissance set in motion from the time 
of the Chola ruler, Rājarāja I, reached its highest watermark in this period and 
many exquisite Chola temples such as Rājarājēšvaram-udaiyār temple at Dārāsuram, 
Cholesvara temple at Ponņamarāvati, Raje$varam temple at Pallavarayanpettai were 
built during the time of this king. Several other temples were constructed by his 


chieftains and officials. 


An important fall out of the autonomy enjoyed by these chieftains and 
feudatories was the erosion of the central authority of the Chola kingdom. The 
mighty fabric, meticulously woven by the great Chola rulers like Rajaraja I and 
Rajendra I, started showing the signs of decay in the later Chola period. The 
feudatories and chieftains asserted themselves as reflected in many later Chola 
records. Some inscriptions of the current years collection also reveal this An 
inscription (No. B 62) of the Chola king Rājarāja III (1231 A.D.) from Pennesvaramadam 
records that Madhurantakan Viranulamban Vayiravan made a gift to the temple. 
However, in another inscription (No. B 61) of 1232 A.D. recording another gift, he 
does not acknowledge his overlord. Yet another record (No. B 65) of the same period 
merely states that a lady Solanaimuludaiyar, the daughter of Vanagovaraiyar made 
a gift of cows for a lamp to the god. The last two records go to prove the defiant 
nature of these chieftains, who issued records without acknowledging the suzerainty 
of the ruling sovereigns, the Cholas. Reference to the king in the first record seems 
to be nominal. 


The Sivabrahmanas (temple priests) figure prominently in ‘many Tamil 
inscriptions. They were important members of the temple establishment. It will be 
seen from some of these inscriptions that endowments of money for burning lamps 
in temples were entrusted to these Sivabrāhmanas who had the right to worship in 
temples. They served by agreements for periods usualiy of thirty days as seen in 
several inscriptions. The right of performing worship could also be sold or bought 
amongst themselves as revealed in inscriptions. An inscription (No. B 69) of 
Tribhuvana Virachola ie. (Kulottunga III) from Pennesvaramadam records that the 
Sivabrāhmana of the Pennai-nayanar temple, Narpattennayira bhattan Vidukadan, 
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donated the right of performing worship in the temple for four days to Si 
Mahe$vara bhattan Kundimallan, and the latter purchased two more days in the 
auction by paying gold. The gifts in the form of offerings and other pecuniary 
benefits obtained while on duty would be appropriated by the worshipping priest. It 
is interesting to note that the system of dividing the days of worship among the 
priests is followed even today in many temples. 


PANDYAS. - An inscription (No. B 90) of the Pandya king Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya I registers the sale of land by the temple at Kottaiyür in Kāna- 
nadu. The land was sold out in order to remit various taxes on the temple land 
which had been levied during the days of Kannadiyar. It was also enjoined that the 
sale amount of 4000 kāšu was to be utilised for providing food offerings to the 
deity, Subrahmanya Pillaiyar, consecrated by a certain Sambandar. 


The record refers to the times subsequent to the Hoysala incursions into the 
Tamil country. Several inscriptions refer to the damage caused by the army of the 
Hoysalas. To wage wars they needed lot of money and hence they levied a number 
of taxes arbitrarily. They did not spare even temple lands. The temple authorities 
had to sell the land to pay taxes But however, this tax amount was ordered to be 
spent for offerings and worship when normalcy was established in these areas after 
the estabilshment of the Pandyan rule. 


TELUGU-CHODAS. - An inscription (No. B 45) of Tribhuvanachakravarttigal 
Virarajendra, dated in his 10" regnal year (1254 A.D), from Kēlappākkam records 
that Visaiyanallulan Panditan Kakkunayagan made a gift for burning a twilight 
lamp in the Tiruvagatti$varam-udaiyar temple. The historicity of this ruler is veiled 
in obscurity. He was identified with Rajendrachola III (1246-79 A.D.) by the earlier 
scholars. However, the availability of his inscriptions only in the northern part of 
Tamil country like Tiruvorriyur, Tirumalisai, Ramagiri, Tirunirmalai and other 
places prove that he was different from the said Chola king. Besides, several 
chieftains who figure in the records of the rulers of this period ie, Kopperuiijinga 
(1243 A.D), Vijayagandagopala (1250 A.D.) and Jatavarman Sundara Pandya (1250 
A.D), also figure in the records of the king under study. The absence of any 
prašasti of this king in this record further proves that he was different from the 
Chola ruler mentioned above. N. Sethuraman has rightly identified this king with 
the ruler of Telugu-Choda dynasty. (J.E.S.1. Vol. XVI. pp. 38 ff.) The astronomical 
details given in the other records of this ruler show that he ruled from 1244-80 A.D. 
It is interesting to note that the inscription under review is also from the northern 
part of the Tamil country. 


KADAMBAS OF CHANDAVARA. - Nos B 13 and 14 from Upale 
(Chandavara) North Kanara District, record death of two heroe and erection of 
memorial stones. The ruling chief Kavadeva, mentioned in these records. can be 
identified with Kamadeva II on the basis of the genealogy of the family furnished 
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in the Gundabale inscriptions (Minor dynasties of South India : Karnataka, Vol. 1, pp. 
74 ff.) With the help of the reign period assigned to this ruler, the cyclic year 
Sarvadhàri, given in these inscriptions, can be taken as the one coeval with the Šaka 
year 1210 and, considering the other details (Māgha šu. 5. Thursday) the date of 
these records can be taken to correrspond to 1289 A.D. January 27. 


The place name Upale is reminiscent of the common Dravidian word 
‘Uppalam’ meaning (in Tamil, Kannada and Telugu) a salt-field. Probably Upale 
must have been derived from the word Uppola (Uppu + pola = U ppola) meaning 
a field where salt was prepared. Thus the place name is linguistically interesting. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


No. B 32, a satī-stone from Dhaimapur, Sihora Tahsil, Jabalpore District, 
Madhya Pradesh, is written in Sanskrit mixed with Local dialect and Nāgarī 
characters. The record is dated in Vikrama 1401, Vaisakha $u. 6, Tuesday, corresponding 
to 1344 A.D. April 6 and it refers to the rite of sat? committed by Jaso. wife of 
Dhaumasimha. This record brings to light a hitherto unknown king by name 
Mahārāja Ji[va]maladeva. 


No. B 35, a stone-slab originally from Pauni, Bhandara District, Maharashtra, 
now kept in the Department of Ancient History and Archaeology, University of 
Nagpur, is in Prakrit language and Brāhmī characters On palaeographical grounds 
the inscription can be assigned to the 2" century A.D. It seems to record the 
erection of a pillar (thaba) by Aryaka. 


Nos. B 42 and 43 from Kevala-Narasimha temple at Ramtek, Nagpur Taluk 
and District, Maharashtra, are in Sanskrit language and Nāgarī characters. It is quite 
interesting to note that these two records mention a celebrated poet by name 
Trivikrama, son of Šrīdhara, who came to the hill to seek refuge at the feet of Šrī 
Rama, alongwith his brother Raghava. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


Some of the historically important and informative inscriptions are briefly 
reviewed here. In the present collection, there are seventeen dynastic records, 
representing both the central dynasties, like the Tughluqs (1) and the Mughals (7), 
and the provincial and regional dynastie, like the Sultans of Malwa (1), ‘Adil Shāhīs 
of Bījāpūr (D, Nawwābs of Bhopal (5) and Sindhiyas of Gwalior (2). 


TUGHLUQS. - The only Tughluq record in Persian in Naskh characters is, 
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No. 80, that comes from Khuldabad in Aurangabad District, Maharashtra. It is the 
fifth Tughluq inscription, discovered in the said district and the second one from 
Khuldabad. It records completion, evidently of a mosque, during the reign of Abū'l 
Mujahid Muhammad Shah (ie. Muhammad Tughluq), son of Tughluq Shah, on 25^ 
of Jumada IL, A.H. 729 (26 April, 1329 A.D). It may also be added here that this is 
the fourth epigraph discovered so far, representing Muhammad Tughlug (1325-51 
A.D) in Aurangabad District. 


MUGHALS. - Among the seven Mughal records, Nos. 81-82, come from Tāj 
Mahal at Agra, a district headquarters in Uttar Pradesh. These are Persian inscriptions 
in Nastaliq characters. pointing to the grave and recording the date of the death of 
Firdaus Āshiyānī Sahib Qiran-i-Thani Shah Jahan Badshah Ghazi, who passed away 
in the night of 26" of Rajab, A.H. 1076 (22 January, 1666 A.D.) It may be specified 
that Shah Jahàn was a political prisoner in the Agra fort under Emperor Aurangzeb 
(1658-1707 A.D.) and died in the latters 8^ Regnal year. 


No. 74, is the Mughal record of Aurangzeb which comes from Dhàmoni in 
Sagar District, Madhya Pradesh. This record was studied in detail by respected late 
Dr. Ghulam Yazdani and has been published (Ep. Ind. Mos. 1937-38, pp. 34-36, pl. 
XIa). Dated A.H. 1085 (1674-75 A.D) the inscription records the camping of Randüla 
Khan in the plains of Dhāmonī and mentions completion of a mosque whose right 
of ownership rests with 'Abdu'lah, son of Shaikh Raji Muhammad. It is also 
recorded that Muhammad Latif, son of Muhammad Zarif Fārūgī, was the scribe of 
the inscription. 


There are three Persian inscriptions (Nos. 1-3) of Farrukh Siyar, from the 
Dargah of Khwaja Qutbu'd Din Bakhtiyar Kaki in Mehrauli, Delhi. Of these, one 
on the inner gateway (No. 1) in the holy shrine, calligraphed by 'Abdu'llah Shirin 
Raqam, records obviously construction of the gateway by the efforts of the meanest 
of confident slaves of Farrukh Shah, in the 7" Regnal year, A.H. 1130 (1718 A.D). 
The second inscription on the first gateway (No. 2) in the said shrine, records 
construction of a beautiful enclosure round the grave of the chief of the faith ie. 
Khwaja Outbud Din Bakhtiyar Kaki, by the order of emperor Farrukh Siyar. The 
third inscription on a wall of the mosque (No. 3) in the Dargah-complex, assigns its 
construction to his exalted majesty, emperor Farrukh Siyar in A.H. 1130 (1718 A.D.). 
These inscriptions have been earlier noticed/published without plates in the work, 
(List of Muhammadan and Hindu Monuments, Vol. III, Calcutta, 1922, pp. 38, 46-47). 


No. 29, is another (seventh) Mughal inscription from a local tomb at Bhopal, 
the state capital of Madhya Pradesh. This metrical record in Persian, assigns the 
construction of the tomb of Shah Nihal to Nawwāb Begam (ie. Sikandar Begam), 
during the reign of Akbar Shah II, in AH. 1251 (1835-36 A.D.), corresponding to Faslī 
year 1243. Here, it may be remarked that the builder of the tomb Was a very 
popular gueen-regent among the Nawwābs of Bhopal (for detail, Nawab Siddīgue 
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Hasan Khan (Urdu), by Razia Hamid, Delhi, 2™ ed. 1998, pp. 141-48; Nuqush-i-Bho pal 
(Urdu) ed. Dr. Razia Hamid & Rafat Sultan, Delhi, 1996, pp. 70-72). 


SULTĀNS OF MALWA. - Among the provincial dynasties, the Sultans of 
Malwa are represented by a solitary damaged loose Persian record, No. 27, which 
was copied from Oādīpūra Ki Masjid at Bhopal, a district place and state head- 
quarters, Madhya Pradesh. The slab originally belonged to a mosque, built by Malik 
Mughithud Din, in village Mughithpura, adjacent to Sihore, a district place in 
Madhya Pradesh (Nuqush-i-Bhopál, p. 71). This historically important metrical record, 
assigns the construction of a mosque to (Malik) Mughithu'd Din, referred to as 
Wazir-i-Arsa-i-Gitt Panāh (ie, Prime Minister of the World-Asylum court), in A.H. 
832 (1428-29 A.D). It may be added that. the dignified official and builder of the 
mosque, was a well-known personality, attached to the court of Malwa Sultan 
Hüshang Shah (1405-32 A.D) He can be unmistakably identified with Malik 
Mughith whose mother was Hūshang Shah's paternal aunt and it was sne who had 
brought up Hushang Shah when he was young. Hushang and Mughith had been 
friends and companions in their younger days. (For his career, Maāthir-i-Mahmūd 
Shahi, by Shihab Hakim, edited by Dr. Nurul Hasan Ansari (Jamal Printing Press, 
Delhi), pp. 10, 12, 17-23, 25-26. 28-30, 32-33, 47. 50. 53; Medieval Malwa, by U.N. Day, 
Delhi (1965), pp. 33-34, 69-70, 73, 76, 78-80, 88-92, 94, 96-101, 381). 


‘ADIL SHAHIS. - No. 21, is an important Arabic record from a mosque in 
the fort at Gulbarga, a district headquarters in Karnataka. Though published in 
Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica, 1907-08 (p. 4, without plate) and listed in Annual Report 
on Indian Epigraphy, 1958-59 (Appendix D, No. 100), it is included again for review, 
as the reading given in the former is faulty and in the latter, there is omission of 
the date A.H. 969. This record with a beautifui calligraphy in Thulth, assigns the 
construction of the mosque to ‘Arab Khan in A.H. 969 (1561-62 A.D.) during the 
reign of Sultan Abul Muzaffar Ali ‘Adil Shah. Earlier the founders name was 
wrongly read as Izzat Khan, instead of the correct decipherment as Arab Khan. 


NAWWABS OF BHOPAL. - In the collection of this report, there are five 
inscriptions which represent the Nawwabs of Bhopal (1708-1949 A.D), copied and 
photographed from Bhopal. Of these, a brief Persian record (No. 35) from the local 
graveyard, registers the name Nawwab Ghauth Mahammad Khan, the fifth Nawwab 
of Bhopal and specifies his ruling time between A.H. 1223 (1808 A.D.) and A.H. 1224 
(1809 A.D). One Samīud Din was the inscriber of the headstone. This record is a 
later installation. 


The second inscription (No. 30), basically in Persian, pertains to the local 
Jami Masque in Mahalla Chowk Bazar, saying that the construction of the 
magnificent Jami Masjid began in AH. 1248 (1832-33 A.D), corresponding to Faslī 
1240, at the instance of sovereign of Bhopal, Nawwāb Gauhar Begam Sahiba 
Qudsiya, daughter of Nawwab Ghauth Muhammad Khan Bahadur and consort of 
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Nazīrud Daula Nazar Muhammad Khan Bahadur, and completed in A.H. 1273 (1856- 
57 A.D), corresponding to Fasli 1264, with the great efforts of master builders and 
workers, at the cost of rupees five lakh, sixty thousand, five hundred, twenty one, 
and two annās and three pāts, under the supervision of the inventor (ie. architect) 
Muhammad ‘Abbas. 


In the light of other available sources, it may be added that after the 
successful short reign of three and half years (1816-19 A.D), Nawwab Nazar Muh- 
ammad Khan breathed his last, following automatic release of bullets from his own 
pistol, at the young age of twentyeight years. After his death, his daughter Sikandar 
Begam, then aged fifteen months, became the successor. It was at the consent of the 
British East India Company, that the widow of Nawwab Nazar Muhammad Khan, 
Nawwāb Gauhar Begam Qudsiya, the builder of the Jāmi Masjid. referred to above 
in the inscription, became the queen-regent of Bhopal State. Her ruling period (1819- 
37) was of great peace and prosperity, and abundant academic and building activities. 
She was a benevolent and religious queen and is reported to have erected sardis 
both at Mecca and Madina. Because of her noble nature and deeds, she earned the 
epithet ‘Qudsiya’ (Le. holy) and became more popular as Qudsiya Begam (for detail, 
Nawwāb Siddique Hasan Khan, by Dr. Razia Hamid, Delhi, second ed. 1998, pp. 137- 
41). 


Among the said five inscriptions of the Nawwābs of Bhopal, three epigraphs 
represent Nawwab Shah Jahan Begam (1868-1901 A.D.. The first one (No. 33) is a 
metrical Persian record (not in situ), copied from Chhota Tālāb Chowk. Composed by 
Shahir, the inscription actually pertains to a bridge, regarding its repair or renovation 
in A.H. 1297 (1880 A.D), at the order of Shah Jahan Begam for which she was 
spoken highly of, and Mir Siddiqu’l Hasan Khan too had given his 'c.nsent, 
regarding the said order. IS 


The personages mentioned in the inscription were well known figures of 
their times. Mir Siddiqu] Hasan Khan, popular as Nawwab Siddiq Hasan Khan, ws 
already associated with the services of Nawwābs of Bhopal in various capacities. 
When the first husband of Nawwab Shah Jahān Begam, Nawwab Bāgī Muhammad 
Khan expired in Safar, A.H. 1284 (June, 1867 A.D) before her accession in Shabān, 
A.H. 1285 (November, 1868 A.D), at the suggestion of -British political Agent of 
Bhopal, Colonel Tomson, Nawwab Shah Jahan Begam remarried Siddiq Hasan Khan 
in May 1871, so that she enjoyed the company of a confidant and well-wisher of the 
Bhopal State (Nawwab Siddique Hasan Khan, pp. 88-89). 


The composer of the text was Hafiz Khan Muhammad Khan Shahir whose 
father Ghulam Muhammad Khan belonged to Rampur. Shahir was one of the 
disciples of Mirza Ghalib (1797-1869) after whose death, he came to Bhopal in 1872. 
He was a versatile Persian scholar and eminent poet. When Nawwab Shah Jahan 
Begam was honoured with royal diploma and ensign of fāj-i-Hind on behalf of 
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Queen Victoria, Shahir expressed his jubilation by writing a gasīda (ie. eulogy) in 
Persian, whereupon the Bhopal ruler bestowed upon him the title of Iftikhārwsh 
Shuara (ie. glory of poets) He passed away in 1900 or 1901 A.D. (Nawwab Siddique 
Hasan Khan, pp. 182-84; Subh-i-Gulshan (Per), by Sayyid ‘Ali Hasan Khan, Bhopal, 
A.H. 1295, pp. 230-38). 


The second inscription (No. 32) of the same Bhopal ruler is in metrical 
Persian, composed by Farigh, assigning the construction of a madrasa ie. college. in 
proximity to a water-reservoir for the sake of students, to (Nawwab) Shah Jahan 
Begam, the ocean of munificence. The inscription further records in chronograms 
that the construction work of the madrasa began in A.H. 1304 (1886-87 A.D.) and 
came to an end in A.H. 1307 (1889-90 A.D). 


The last inscription (No. 34) in metrical Persian from Sikandari Sara! at 
Bhopal. records the construction of a good-looking Musafir Khana ie. an inn, by 
Shah Jahan Begam, the ruler of the kingdom of Bhopal. in AH. 1307 (1889-90 A.D.) 
for the sake of obtaining God's forgiveness io (her mother) Nawwab Sikandar 
Begam who had departed for the next everlasting world. 


SINDHIYAS OF GWALIOR. - A couple of Urdu inscriptions come from 
Gwalior from a locat mosque, called Moti Masjid. The inscription (No. 58) on the 
main gate, records the completion of Moti Masjid by Sri Sarkar Madho Rao in A.H. 
1338 (1919-20 A.D), corresponding to Bikramī (ie. Vikram Samvat) 1976, with the 
great efforts of Sayyid Ahmad (son of) Shāfī Sāhib, Wakīl-i-Darbār (ie. an agent of 
the court), the metrical text having been composed by Jalil. While the other metrical 
epigraph (No. 59), at the same place but innerside, records the foundation of the 
above mosque by Sri Sarkar Madho Rao in the same year ie. A.H. 1338 (but the 
chronogram yields the date A.H. 1337) The text of the second inscription was 
composed by one Mudtar and inscribed by Sayyid Basir "Alī. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - Among the miscellaneous records, taking that of 
Delhi state first, No. 4. is an epitaph from the grave of Maulana Fakhru'd Din in 
the compound of the Dargah of Khwaja Qutbu'd Din Bakhtiyar Kaki in Mehrauli, 
Delhi. It registers the death of a pious and saintly person Fakhr Din ie. Fakhru'd 
Din, in AFL 1199 (178485 A.D). 


The composer of the text was Sayyidu'sh Shuarā (poet-laureate) Fakhr’d Din 
MaqbuLi-Ilahi. The second date, A.H. 1222 (1807-08 A.D), is that of composing and 
setting up of the slab. The Persian part of this inscription is published in Monuments 
of Delhi, by Maulavi Zafar Hasan, Vol. III, Rep. Delhi, 1997, pp. 41-42). It may be 
added that the occupant of the grave, Maulana Fakhru'd Din, son of Shaikh 
Nizāmuddīn Aurangabadi, was a very popular saint of the Chishtiyya order who 
was born in AH. 1126 (1714 A.D) at Aurangabad in Maharashtra and expired at 
Delhi on 7^ Jumada II, A.H. 1199 (17 April, 1785 A.D. (For his biography, Khaztnatu'l 
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Asfiya (Per) by Maulavi Ghulàm Sarwar, Vol I, Kānpur, 1902, pp. 498-505) As 
regards the composer of the text, it may be remarked that he had also composed 
the inscription which is found on the arches of the balcony in front of the 
Muthamman Burj of the Red Fort in Delhi (Monuments of Delhi, Vol. I, Rep. Delhi, 
1977, pp. 18-19). 


From Gujarat, among the miscellaneous epigraphs are a good number of 
epitaphic records in Arabic from the Bohra graveyard, called Qabrastan Devdhī 
Mubarak at Surat a district headquarters. These epitaphs provide names, dates of 
death and lineage of some of the leading Bohra personages, both men and women. 
Among such pious and learned deceased, mention may be made of (No. 5) Sayyidi 
Rahmatullah, son of Mulla Husainji (d. AH. 1217/1802 A.D); (No. 6) Sayyidi 
Hibatu'llāh, son of Mulla Wali Muhammad, son of Sayyidi Luqmanji Sahib (d. A.H. 
1220/1806 A.D.); (No. 7) Shaikh Sayyidī Jiwa Bha’l, son of Mulla Muhammad Husain 
(d. A.H. 1224/1809 A.D. (No. 8) Maryam Ami. wife of the great Dāī Maulānā 
Tayyib Zainu’d Din and mother of the great Da1 Maulana 'Abdu'l Qadir Najmu'd 
Din (d. AH. 1235/1818 A.D); (No. 9) Shaikh Ibrahimji, son of Shaikh Jiwa Bhā'ī, son 
of Shaikh Sayyidī Miyan Sahib Lugmānji, son of Sayyidī Miyan Sahib Dā'ūd Bha' 
(d. A.H. 1236/1821 A.D.); (No. 10) the grand pious lady, Hālā Bā'ī Hakīm Bū, daughter 
of Mulla "Abdul Qadir (d. AH. 1243/1828 A.D), who was associated with the 
respected lineage of Muhammad Tzzud Din and Sayyidnā Tayyib Zainu'd Din; (No. 
11) Shaikh īsā Bhāī, son of Mulla Muhammad ‘Ali (d. AH. 1255/1839 AT.) (No. 12) 
Shaikh Ibrahim Shamsud Din, son of Mulla ‘Abdul Qadir (d. A.H. 1277,1860 A.D.), 
who was associated with the two pious Dats and his maternal uncles. Sayyidna 
Izzu’d Din and Sayyidna Zainu'd Din: (No. 13) Ji Bāī Sahiba Nimat.llāh Ba’, 
daughter of Sayyid Ismail Ji Badru'd Din and wife of Bha' Sahib Husin Bha' 
Izu’d Din (d. A.H. 1281/1865 A.D); (No. 14) Bāī Ratan Bat, daughter of Shaikh Da’ud 
Bhai and wife of Wali Allah 'Abd-i-Ali, son of Shaikh ‘Abdul Qadir (a. AH. 
1303/1886 A.D.); (No. 15) Miyan Sahib ‘Abdu’! Husain, son of Sayyidī Sadiq ‘Ali (d. 
1304/1886 A.D); (No. 16) Kulthim Ba’, daughter of Shaikh Raushan Ali and wife of 
Sayyidi Ismail Ji Bhai Sahib Badru’d Din (d. AH. 1307/1890 A.D), and (Ne. 17) 
epitome of magnificence and munificence, Bhai Hamza Bhai, (son of) Bhā'ī Sahib 
"Abd-i-Alt (son of) Bha Sahib Muhyiu’d Din (d. AH. 1315/1898 A.D). 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Madhya Pradesh, mention may be 
made of the following. A very badly damaged inscription, No. 49, copied from 
Burhanpur in East Nimar District, points to the grave of Nadhiru’d Din Mahmud, 
son of Muhammad Haji, who passed away in A.H. 887 (1482 A.D). Half a dozen 
inscriptions from Bhopal are worth mentioning. The first one, No. 28, is a damaged 
record in Persian, mentioning the death of Shujaat Khan, obviously in AH. 1200 
(1785-86 A.D.) when the slab was inscribed. The second one, No. 36, relates to 
Muhammad Alī Khan Sübedar, resident of Bundelkhand? for whom the tomb stone 
(Tawidh) was installed in AH. 1244 (182829 A.D), while the third one, No. 37, 
„records the name Miyan Dist ‘Alt Khan along with the date AH. 1258 (1842-43 
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A.D), obviously the year when he passed away. The fourth one, No. 38, is a metrical 
Persian record, registering the death of Oāim Khan, a gallant personality of a 
dignified family, in A.H. 1261 (1845 A.D). The fifth record, No. 3l, inscribed by 
Ambika Parshad, pertains to a well, assigning its construction to Nawwab Naziru'd 
Daula Umrāo Dula Bāgī Muhammad Khan Bahadur, in A.H. 1275, 1858 A.D, 
corresponding to Vikram Samvat 1915. Here, it may be added that the builder of the 
well, was the first husband of Nawwab Shah Jahan Begam. The last one, No. 40, is 
a loose slab inscribed in Persian from a local mosque. saying that this old mosque 
of late Nazar Muhammad Khan Wilati (Wilāyatī) was renovated by Ahmad Husain 
Khan Sahib Tahsildar, nephew of Mir Bakhshī Muhammad Hasan Khan Sahib 
Badadur Nusrat Jang, in A.H. 1314 (1896 A.D.), by spending an amount of rupees two 
thousand, one hundred and three?, under the supervision of Rahimullah Khan. 
Sayyid Abdul Karim was the inscriber of the text. 


Nos. 63-64 are the two records of the 17" century in Persian, copied from 
Khilchīpūra in Mandasaur district of Madhya Pradesh. The content of the two 
records are one and the same, with the same provenance. Both the epigraphs record 
an order, saying that if any one without any proper authority, performs shigdārī 
(collecting revenue as an authorised officer) or shahnagi (perquisites of police duties) 
in Mandasur, he is deemed a culprit, being liable for punishment. 


Coming to Maharashtra, No. 79 is a very brief Persian record, inscribed on 
a gun in the Daulatabad Fort in Aurangabad district. The inscription, assignable to 
the 18^ century, reads Dushman-Küb ie. enemy-striker. 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Uttar Pradesh, No. 90 is a metrical 
Persian record from the tomb of Prince Khusrau at Allahabad, a district headquarters 
in the State. This long inscription, inscribed by Sultan Sahrindi, records verses, 
mourning the sad demise of the Mughal prince Khusrau in A.H. 1031 (1622 A.D.) 
The reading of this inscription is given by Maulavi Sayyid Maqbul Ahmad also in 
his valuable work: T'arikha-Ilahabad (Urdu, Allahabad, 1938, pp. 159-60). Here. it may 
be added that Prince Shah Jahan during his stay at Burhanpur committed a heinous 
crime. Sensing ominous signs on the issue of succession. he got his brother Khusrau 
murdered at the hand of one Rida by name in January 1622. In order to avoid 
suspicions, the dead body of Khusrau was taken with due honour throughout the 
city of Burhanpur and buried in a locality called ‘Alamganj. Emperor Jahangir was 
informed that Khusrau had died of colic pain. However, one Nurud Din Quli 
conveyed the nefarious plot of Khusrau’s murder to the emperor. Jahangir was 
deeply shocked and he bitterly reprimanded the nobles at Burhanpur. He ordered to 
exhume the corpse and directed to send it to Allahabad for burial (Khandesh under 
the Mughals, by M. Ilyas Quddusi (Delhi, 2002. p. 31). 


Among the selected miscellaneous epigraphs from Bareilly, a district place in 
Uttar Piadesh, mention may be made of the following. No. 122 is an epitaphic

metrical record in Urdu, probably installed in the last decades of the 19" century. 
It records death and original construction of the tomb of Shah Amirullah in AH. 
1059 (1649 A.D). The tomb was obviously renovated by Karimu'd Din in the latter 
half of the 19* century. No. 124 is a metrical Persian record, assigning the 
construction of a mosque to Chand Khan for which the work started in A.H. 1149 
(1736-37 A.D.) and completed in A.H. 1150 (1737-38 A.D.). No. 129, is a later installation, 
in Persian, copied from Bāgh-i-Ināyat Khan in Mahalla Baqar Ganj, Bareilly, 
recording the death of Nawwāb Tnāyat Khan, the eldest son of Mukarramu'd Daula 
Hafizul Mulk Hafiz Rahmat Khan Bahadur Nasir Jang, at the age of thirty-two, on 
account of the disease of bladder-pain (dard-i-mathāna) in the month of Dhi'l Hijja, 
A.H. 1187, corresponding to (irregular) 1773 A.D. (should be February - March 1774 
A.D.). 


Here, it may be added that the deceased, Nawwab Tnāyat Khan, played 
stormy role in the history of Rohilkhand. He had participated in the Third Battle 
of Panipat in 1761, winning great applause from Ahmad Shah Abdali (for detail 
about his career see, Tārīkh-i-Rohīlkhand, Urdu translation by Prof. Shah 'Abdu's 
Salām, of Gul-i-Rahmat (Per) by Nawwāb Saadat Yār Khan (Rampur, 2002), pp. 77, 
79, 81-83, 91-97, 103, 105, 114-15, 123, 127-30, 132-34, 136, 174, 177: Hayat-i-Hafiz Rahmat 
Khan, by Sayyid Altaf "Ali (Budāun, 1933), pp. 97-98, 100, 122, 127-28, 171, 176, 181, 183, 
308, 310). 


No. 128, is a versified Persian record from Kala Imam Bada at Bareilly. It 
assigns the construction of a Darth, obviously an Imam Bada, to Husain ‘Ali in AH. 
1204 (1789-90 A.D... 


As regards No. 143, it is a metrical record in Persian in Nastaliq characters 
that comes from the tomb-complex of Shah Badrud Din Madar at Makandpur in 
Kanpur district, Uttar Pradesh. Composed by Mihrban, the epigraph assigns the 
erection of a naubat khana ie. drum-house, to Bhagmai, the sister's son of Almas ‘Ali 
Khan, in AH. 1210 (1795-96 A.D), under the supervision of "Abdul Karim. 


Almas ‘Alt Khan and Bhagmal who find mention in the inscription under 
study, are the known historical figures The former was the most influential and the 
richest eunuch under the Nawwāb of Awadh, Asafud Daula (1775-97 A.D.. He was 
originally a Hindu by faith and a Jat by caste. Later. he embraced Islam and joined 
the services of the Nawwabs of Awadh, holding the post of governor in the Etawah 
region. As regards the builder of the naubat khana, Bhāgmal, he was the nephew 
(sisters son) of Almas ‘Alt Khan who continued to be a Hindu. During his 
governorship of Etawah region, Almas ‘Ali Khan appointed Bhagmal an amil ie. tax 
collector of Phaphund pargana where the latter constructed a mosque at Phaphund, 
the pargana headquarters (Studies in Indian Epigraphy, Vol. XXVII (200D, pp. 136- 
39). 
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With a fair amount of certainty, the composer of the epigraphical text, 
Mihrbān, can be identified with Mir Abdu' Qadir, nom de plume Mihrban, whose 
original native place was Nishapur in Iran and whose forefathers had settled in the 
village Kintur in the Subah of Awadh. Qadi Mahmud Kinturi, one of the prominent 
Sayyids of the region and eminent spiritual successors of Shah Badīud Din Madar, 
belonged to the forefathers of the composer. Mihrban was born at Aurangabad in 
A.H. 1150 (1737 A.D). In composing poetry, he was a disciple of Mir Ghulam ‘Ali 
Āzād Bilgrāmī. First, he bore the pen-name Rangin and later replaced it by Mihrbàn 
at the instance of his literary mentor Azad Bilgrāmī (Chamanistan-i-Shuara, by 
Lachhmi Nārāin Shafique, ed. "Atā Kākvī (Patna, 1968), pp. 73-75). 


Among other miscellaneous inscriptions from Bareilly, No. 131 is an epitaphic 
record in Persian in Nastalīg characters, registering the date of the death of Hāfiz 
Yar Muhammad Khan, son of Khan Muhammad Yar and grandson of Hafiz 
Rahmat Khan, A.H. 1267 (1850-51 A.D.) Here, it may be clarified and rectified, in the 
light of authentic and contemporary sources, that the deceased referred to in the 
inscription was the son of Hafiz Rahmat Khan and not the grandson. The correct 
order of his name is (Nawwāb) Hafiz Muhammad Yar Khan. Shah ‘Alam II, the 
Mughal ruler, had bestowed on him the title of Nawwab Muazzamud Daula 
Hashmat Jang and the rank of 5000/2000 cavalry (for detail of his career, Tartkh- 
i-Rohilkhand, pp. 108-09, 132, 156, 180, 184: Hayat-i-Hafiz Rahmat Khan, pp. 321, 328). 


From the same place is another Persian inscription, No. 130, recording the 
death of an unexampled scholarly personality of his time "Abdul ‘Aziz Khan ‘Aziz, 
grandson of Nawwab Hafizul Mulk Hafiz Rahmat Khan, who was born in A.H. 1251 
(1835-36 A.D. and passed away in A.H. 1309 (1891-92 A.D.). Here, it may be added 
that Abdul “Aziz Khan was an eminent scholar, popular poet and versatile writer 
of his time, being fully conversant with Urdu, Arabic. Persian and Sanskrit As a 
poet, he adopted Zziz as his pen-name. Although the name of the composer is not 
mentioned in the epitaphic record, it appears, Maulavī Qasim "Alī Khan Barelvi, nom 
de plume Khwahan, was its composer who brought out a chronogram (yielding the 
year A.H. 1309) with the help of a hemistich used in the last verse of an ode, earlier 
composed by the deceased "Abdul Aziz Khan himself (for detail, Sayyid Altaf ‘Ali 
Barelvi, op. cit, pp. 322-25).
